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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 13-22 and 27-29 in the 
reply filed on 1/26/06 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 13-22 and 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rice et al (5,477,975). 

Rice et al disclose a plasma chamber including chamber control system in which 
a plurality of temperature control systems (70) of first type in thermal communication 
with the plasma chamber inner wall (20) along with circulation of cooling element 65 in 
which coolant is circulated through water jacket 66 for controlling the heat (col.3, lines 
37-55 and figure 2). 

Rice et al also disclose that a temperature sensor such as a thermocouple 190 
mounted on the outer surface of the ceramic covering 77 surrounding the side wall 20 
and which thermocouple resemble with the claimed second type of temperature control 
system different than that of the first type (col.4, lines 13-22 and figure 3).
